‘amination, and five others were added, who had 
professed religion at other places, but had not 
joined as untilthe occason. Shortly, alse, two 
worthy and respectable Baptists joined our so-« 
ciety. During the whole of this summer the 
people in general were unusually moved, and 
from time to time we had comforfable evidence 
of sinners converied to God. On the first Sab- 
bath of September, the sacrament was admin- 
istered at Westminster. ‘This was a season 
of peculiar refreshing and power, We rveeivs 
ed on this oceasion the addition of thirty-five 
soulsx—thirty on a profession of their faith, and 
five who had rather backslided or abscnied 
themselves, who now retarned with apparent 
sincerity and penitence. Severalon the Mon- 
day and succeeding night professed to have 
found pardon and peace with God. During 
the whole occasion we had comfurtable evidence 
that seven or eight souls were translated from 
darkness to ght. They have since made a 
public profession of religion, but are not in- 
cluded in the number stated above. Siace that 
period the pious amongst us have been pretty 
general amongst the unconverted, Fifty-iwe 
have been added to the churchin the last three 
monthe wnd the work is still hopefully progress- 
ing.

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BURNING OF A HINDOO WIDOW.

«© A horrible thing was done in this towna 
few days ago. Ochob, a neighbor of mine, di- 
cd, aged sixty or seventy years, having four or 
fiv. married sons, several daughters, and, also, 
erand children. He used to work for me, and 
1 had many times, been at his shop. and spoke 
th re the words of eternal life to his sons, and 
others, as well as to him, often at his house and 
my own. His answer was always favourable ; 
he acknowledged me to be a true teacher of the 
way of God, and was very religious in his own 
heathenism. He used to entertain viragces, 
vishnuvas, and plukeers, very often. I have 
seen crowds at his house. About eight months 
ago, he came to me, and asked for one of our 
books, wishing to read it at his own house. I 
was very glad to give him an Orissa New Tes- 
tament, which he continued reading or hearing. 
About a month ago, he fell sick, and on Satur- 
day last, as Ll was returning from preaching to 
alarge congregation at Moottgunj, one of his 
sons returned the Orissa Testament ; and, yes.

I sent word fo his sons, that || 
refused my entrance into their house, and desi- 
red, if E wished to speak with her, to go to the 
place of burning, which was on the high road, 
a little distance from the town. I watched the 
opportunity, and, about four o'clock in the af.- 
ternoon, [ was informed, that the miserable wo- 
man had been led out from her house, the corpse 
of her husband having been carried a little be- 
fore, to the place, uader the shade of a large 
tree. Hearing this, [ went thither. Finding 
her in the midst of a large crowd, and surroun- 
ded with a great noise, and a band of music, 1 
knew not how to get to her, but some of the 
crowd immediately helped me. I joined my 
hands, and implored the musicians to let me| 
pass to her for five minutes, that I might speak 
toher. Isaid, lam very sorry for her: upon 
this, the crowd (near one thousand men) gave 
me room to approach, and all the musicians 
stopped their music. As soon as I got before 
her, | saw about twenty woman surrounding 
her, and she ina most fantastic dress ; almost 
her whole body was covered with garlands : 
she had on a large cap, and her forehead was 
covered with red paint. She had a cocoa-nut 
in her hand, but remained silent, listening to 
what the others were saying to her. As soon

There are 240 names of scholars upon the 
class rolls ; of these 107 may be considered as 
regular attendants, one superintendant and 12 
teachers. Six of the teachers have in the course 
of the last year, made a publie profession of 
their faith, and bave been received into the 
commanion of the chafch. The superintend- 
ant and teachers meet on one afternoon in every 
week to implore the divine blessing on their 
labours. On these occasions they invite such 
of the scholars to meet with them, as are most 
likely to profit by the opportunity. The gen- 
eral improvement is encouraging. 
The managers have distributed seventy 
frocks, seventy-five shawls, twenty five bonnets, 
and more than one hundred jiairs of shoes, be- 
sides other articles of necessary clothing, for 
which the children were suffering. 
The superintendant, three managers, and 
two teachers, in conjunction with ladies from 
three other churches inthe city, have opened 
a school for adults, which they attend two 
nightsina week, ‘here are 47 scholars, of 
whom 22 regularly attend the Sabbath School. 
They indulge the hope that these persuns will 
greatly benefit the school. by their attention to 
the religious exercises there conducted, and by 
their prayers for their benefactors, teachers. 
and fellow scholars amongst the children.

The Female Sabbath School Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 
- This Society has been in operation rather 
more than two years and has three schools un- 
der its superintendance. One is held in the 
Baltimore College, with four superintendants, 
15 teachers and 100 scholars ; of which 75 reg- 
ularly attend 
Another is held in Old ‘Town, in which are 
75 scholars ; of whom #5 are constant attend- 
ants. 
One is held in the neighborhood of Federal 
Hill, with flattering prospects of being well at- 
tended by both teachers and scholars. ‘The 
whole number of scholars who have entered the 
ey since the establishment was made is 
415. 
Of the scholars it is said that they have im- 
proved and are yet improving. Some who 
were not acquainted with the alphabet now read 
very well in the New Testament, and can 
writé tolerably well. Thisis the first Sabbath 
School establishment, upon whose state we 
have been called to comment, in which we have 
noticed that the art of writing is taught. We 
cannot permit the opportunity to pass witliout 
saying that we most decidedly disapprove of 
that part of the system, as being merely mechan- 
ical and not calculated to improve the state of 
moral and religious feelings by the very exer- 
‘cise, and so must be regarded as unsuitable to 
the die observance of the Lords day.
